The great need was for more 
pathological, bacteriological and bio-chemical 
facilities to aid them in research. The dffi- 
culty in obtaining post-mortem examinations 
was a serious drawback to advancement 
Waves of knowledge had in the past been 
followed by troughs of ignorance. In the 
dark ages. Hippocrates’ works were read; 
the letter, and not the spirit, of his teaching 
vias followed; medicine declined. To-day 
the physical sciences had opened up im- 
mense possibilities for medical progress; won- 
derful discoveries had resulted; previous 
notions and ideas had been eclipsed; the 
belief in the magical and the irrational had 
increased, because the critical faculty had 
been dulled by so many new wonders. Belief 
in everything was followed by belief in 
nothing. Credulity was succeeded by 
scepticism; scepticism by cynicism; cynicism 
made no effort; knowledge declined. People 
dazzled by to-day, talked as if the 
millenium of science had come. This was 
a superfiicial view. Modern science made 
them more conscious than ever of the depth 


which lies before them. 

Hard and conscientious work, accurate ob- 
servation, sound reasoning, a mind free from 
obsessions and superstitious, a firm belief in 
the possibilities of medicne se au art and 
as a science; these were the things which had 
raised medicine to its present greatness; 
these were the things which would carry it 
onwards, always. (Applause.) 


DR. MOORHEAD'S SUGGESTION. 
Dr.’T. G. Moorhead, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to the President for his address, 
referred to the importance of adding a social 
service unit to the staff of every modern hos- 
pital, He said that such units had been at 
work now in conection with almost all, the 
London and important provincial hospitals in 
England, and also in Canada and the United 
States, and that it had been found that they 
conferred immense benefit on the community. 
Prior to the esstablishment of these units, 
hospitals had been content to deal with the 
care and cure of the sick. Now they were able 
to take a bigger part. in preserving the health 
of the community—in fact, they were no 
longer content to deal with the wreckage of 
humanity, they attempted to prevent the 
wrecking. 

The way in which a unit worked was as 
follows :—When a patient is admitted to hos- 
pial he is interviewed, and then (with his 
consent), if there appears to be any necessity 
to dé so, his house is visited, Sometimes the 
cause of his illness is found in the house itself, 
and, if so, advice is given how to rectify this.

Smaller parades took place in certain 
parishes, and in many instances the usa 
contingents of the Boys’ Brigade, Boy Scouts 
and Girl Guides also paraded.

Intercourse 
betav sen én nations must begin; it is bad 
Christian! and worge patriotism to per- 
petuate an ancient feud: Risks must be 
taken; if We want to be trusted we must show 
that we trust: it is the:only way and the 
Christian way. We must show a spirit of 
genuine good-will to strengthen the handa of 
those Germans who are trying to unite the 
German people in the new way. If Germany 
can be persuaded that her former enemies are 
now well-wishers, a change in their atti- 
tude would soon come about—a change which 
would reflect itself in a happier and. more 
prosperous Europe, from which militarism 
ng pass away at the same moment as 
ear. 

THE LEGION SPIRIT. 
Preaching at the Morning Service at St. 
Patrick's Cathedral yesterilay on the soldier's 
last military duty—‘‘to beat his sword into 
a ploughshare’’—the Rev. A. A. Luce, M.C., 
D.D., F.,T.C.D., said that the soldier on de- 
mobilisation had to take his trusted sword 
and lay it on the anvil of the common life ; 
a ploughshare was better than a sword: The 
duty of all was to bring into civil life the 
lessons learned in the war and to carry- on

RESTRICT LUXURY EXPENDITURE. 
Preaching at the Abbey Presbyterian 
Church, Rutland square, ‘yesterday, Dr. 
Denham Osborne said that they were living 
for this generation in a poorer world so far 
as material wealth was concerned, and it was 
incumbent upon all of them,. but especially 
upon those who were relatively well-to-do, to 
restrict severely all expenditure on luxuries. 
“It is incumbent on ys all to unite, so far as 
our means permit, in efforts to restore the 
national welfare, And, further, the obligation 
of honour: rests upon us to asaist to the 
utmost of our power the’ men back from the 
war, who, with their fallen comrades, placed 
their bodies between us and the forces that.

The size of the Unionist majority caused 
some surprise in Belfast. “It was generally 
anticipated that Mr. Babington would secure 
the seat, but when it was learned that only 
over 60 per cent. of the electorate had polled 
it was assumed that the majority would not 
be a large one. In. conversation early on 
Saturday Mr. Babington anticipated that he 
would have a majority, roughly, of over 5,000; 
and no one was more agreeably surprised than 
the Unionist candidate when the result was 
declared. 

The Labour candidate's supporters were 
much diseppointed with the result, as they 
anticipated a much larger Labour poll. 

THE SPEECHES. 

The newly-elected member, in proposing @ 
.vote of thanks at the declaration of the poll, 
said that Alderman Donaldson had fought like 
a sportsman. He hoped that ‘anything that 
had been said or done an the Unionist side 
would not leave any feeling nehind, and he 
further hoped that the supporters on both 
sides would forget anything that had been 
said or done, and that anything that had 
happened would leave no remembrance be- 
hind it, 

Alderman Donaldson, in seconding the vote, 
said that he had been through a few elections 
and that that was his first defeat. The cause 
that@he stood for knew no defeat. He felt 
that they had not been so badly beaten as to 
be despondent. They had polled a fairly 
large percentage in the greatest Unionist 
stronghold in the City of Belfast. He would 
also like to say that, for his part at any rate, 
he had no feelings of harshness against his 
opponent or his supporters. He would not 
say there what he might say at another time. 
It had been a very keen fight, waged 
vigorously against the force that was against 
democracy, and they had achieved a little 
success. He believed that eventually his 
party would succeed. There was a good deal 
of tradition to break down, but they hoped 
to attain the same degree of succéss as had 
the Labour Party in England. Although he 
was not as elated as if he had won, he could 
still smile, and, win or lose, he hoped that 
the party to which he belonged would con- 
tinue to fight and lay the foundation of a 
new political atmosphere in Belfast, when 
party passions and religious bigotry would 
not be appealed to, but that all that was best 
in man would come forth, and that the humble 
plumber or carpenter could stand alongside 
the K.C.

SUITABILITY OF SOLL, 


At the meeting of the Ballycommon, King’s 
County, branch of the Farmers’ Union, the 
County Organising Secretary (Mr. Fahy) sug- 
gested that members should consider the 
growing of sugar beet next year. The factory 
would be erected before the next season a crop 
was ready, and, considering the success of the 
acre plots grown in that area this year and 
the high percentage of sugar content, he felt 
that; farmers having suitable soil would be 
well advised to engage in the cultivation of 
beet root next year. 

Mr. Coyne, who grew sugar beet as an ex- 
periment this year, said that the beet crop 
turned out good, and he was of opinion that 
it took less out of the soil than mangels. 
The yield proved to be about twelve tons to 
the statute acre, but he would be able to give 
them figures at the next meeting, 

Mr. Brock—What is the yield in Carlow? 
Mr. Fahy—About twenty tons to the Irish 
acre.

YACHT ON THE ROCKS. 

During a hurricane which lashed the 
waters at Plymouth Sound into fury, the 
Scientific Association’s three - masted 
auxiliary yacht, St. George, which arrived 
only a few hours previously from Dart- 
mouth for dry docking, was torn from her 
moorings inside Dixrke’s Island, and 
driven broadside on the rock: under 
Plymouth Hoe. The King’s Harbour- 
master sent a tug to the ship’s assistance, 
iat it was not until some six hours later 
that she was refloated. She was apparently 
uridamaged. The lifeboat crew manned a 
cutter and took off Mrs. Burnard, wife 
of the mate, but t+- crew of seven xe- 
mained. on board. 

36 DAYS LATE.

The eastern ‘sea 
wall at Clacton, which has withstood the 
waves for 25 years, has succumbed to 
storms. ’ 

The pounding of a heavy sea on the 
cliffs between Weymouth and Swanage dis- 
lodged many thousand tons of cliff, and 
sea erosion is distorting the whole coast 
line“in this area. . 

Torrential rain caused severe floods in 
Monmouthshire. Over six thousand acres 
are inundated near the Severn Tunnel. 
Farmers have withdrawn most of their 
cattle. Some are missing. Postmen and 
coods deliverers have to wade through 
it or make a detour of four miles. 

While herring fishing at. Margate a boat- 
man named William Brown was caught 
in the gale and blown out to sea in his 
tiny craft. After drifting about for six 
hours in heavy seas he was picked up six 
miles from shore in an exhausted condition 
by the P. and O. liner Mooltan, and landed 
later at Chatham. | 

ISLE OF MAN STEAMER LATE. 

The Isle of Man steamer Tynwald had a 
severe crossing and reached the Mersey 
two hours late, having come through a 
heavy gale. 

In Liverpool there were twenty hours’ 
continuous rain, and some of the streets 
were like running rivers, houses near the 
docks being flooded. 

The Thames rose in a few hours on 
Saturday to five feet above the normal, and 
along some reaches was running level 
with the tops of the banks, 


WAVES MOUNTAINS HIGH 
IN THE CHANNEL, 


IRISH PASSENGERS’ BAD 
CROSSING. 


The galé which swept the Channel on 
Saturday was one of the worst that has 
been experienced for a Jong time, and de- 
layed the passages of steamers crossing 
both from the Free State and from Great 
Britain. 

The London, Midland and Scottish 
Company's boat met the full fury of the 
hurricane, and the Scotia, which carried 
2*large number of passengers from Kings- 
town, had a severe buffeting, and was two 
hours late in reaching Holyhead. 

Passengers described the gale as terrible, 
and said that the waves ran mountains 
high, Some of the passengers were too 
sick to proceed by the boat train, and 
remained at the Holyhead Station Hotel 
Overnight. i 

The cargo steamer Snowden took nine 
hours to cross from Dublin to Holyhead, 
while the Slieve Bawn took nearly seven 
hours to make the passage from Greenore 
to Holyhead.

| MIDNIGHT CALL PICKED 
UP BY DUBLIN MEN,

The owners of two wireless sets in 
Dublin, while testing their receiving sets 
in the early hours of Sunday morning, 
picked up an §.0.S. signal from a large 
Steamer in distress in Dublin Bay during 
the height of the storm, and took steps 
which led to the towing of the ship to 
safety in the Liffey yesterday afternoon. 

The vessel—the ss. Pencisely—sailed from 
Dublin for Glasgow on Saturday afternoon, 
but when she left the shelter of Howth 
Head she met the full fury of the gale, 
and after a time lost her-rudder, which 
left her at the mercy of the sea. She 
drifted into a dangerous position near 
Lambay Island, and the captain sent out 
the wireless message, which was picked up 
fortunately in Dublin. 

The Pencisely, which is a steamer of 
5,689 tons, arrived in Dublin last week 
with a cargo of maize from Cape Town. 
Part of the cargo she discharged here, and 
le.. at 5.15 p.m. on Saturday with the 
remainder for Glasgow. 

Off Howth Head the sea was so bad that 
she could not make more than five knots 
an hour. 


AT THE MERCY OF THE WAVES. 

At ten o'clock, when only twenty-five 
miles. from Dublin, her rudder chains 
gave, and soon after her propeller snapped, 
Powerless, in the grip of the gale which 
was sweeping across the Channel, the 
Pencisely drifted inshore, until shortly 
after midnight, she was abreast of Lam- 
bay Island and heading for the rocks. 

The two bow anchors were dropped, but 
could not catch on the sea-bed, and when 
the vessel had drifted in between Lambay 
Island and Howth Head, the position be- 
came so dangerous that the Captain, Mr. 
S. Randall, decided to send out an 8.0.5. 
for help. | 

Two wireless amateurs, Mr. H. W. A. 
Buckley, of Jones's road, Dublin, and Mr. 
T. J. Carroll, 81 Upper Leeson street, 
Dublin, were testing their receiving sets 
at the time when the Pencisely sent out 
her call. Both got the message; and 
both immediately informed the Dublin 


with the result that the lifeboats at Howth 
and Kingstown stood by all night on the 
look-out for rocket signals from the 
Pencisely, and the Puma and the Tiger 
put out to stand by the ship. 


STEAMER SAFELY BERTHED. 
Later ‘in the morning the tug boats, 
Majestic and Anna Liffey, went out, and 
at 5.30 p.m. in the afternoon, when the 
sea had calmed and the wind had almost 
ceased to blow, they took the Pencisely 
in tow. Two and a half hours’ slow tow- 
ing brought the steamer to a position at 
the extremity of North Wall, less than 
two hundred yards from the berth she had 
left on Saturday. 

The Pencisely is a British vessel, owned 
by the Pencisely Steamship Co., Ltd. 
(Hopkins, Saunderson and Co., Ltd.), 
Cardiff, and was built in 1916 by Messrs. 
W. Gray and Co., Ltd., West Hartlepool. 

She has twenty-nine persons on board, 
including the captain’s wife, and the wife 
of the chief engineer, Mr. Gates. 


THE CAPTAIN’S STORY. 


When his ship had been safely berthed at 
the North Wall, Captain S. Randall, in an 
interview with an /rish Timea representative, 
related the story of the perils experienced by 
his ship and his men since they left Dublin 
Harbour at 3.15 p.m. on Saturday afternoon. 
He had not left the deck of his vessel since 
she had sailed from Dublin thirty hours 
before. 

“ When we rounded Howth Head,’’ he said, 
“we ran into a north-easterly gale laden 
with heavy, obscuring rain, and mountainous 
seas. The best that the Pencisely could make 
against this kind of weather was about four 
or -five knots an hour. Between 9 and 10 
o'clock, when about twenty-five miles out 
from Dublin, the steering chains snapped 
without warning. Rudderless, we could 
make no course, But things might have 5 
out all right but for the fact that, soon alter 
our rudder was rendered useless, the propeller 
snapped off. How it happened we do not 
know; we can only conjecture that, in the 
surging of the seas, the incessant racing of 
us. propeller put too great a strain on the

An Italian steamer of 2,000 tons, the 
Carmelo Polizzi, was sending out “8.0.8. ' 
signals last night from a point to the 
North of Portugal.

BRITISH ARCTIC 
EXPEDITION: 


COMMANDER WORSLEY’S 
STATEMENT,

The following telegram was received last 
night in London from Commander Worsley 
and other officers associated with Mr. Grettir 
Algarsson in the British Expioration Expedi- 
tion which left Liverpooi fast June in the 
brigantine Island for the Arctic :— 

“ British Arctic Expedition, 1925, 

“ Brigantine Island, Granton, 
‘* Nevember 8, 1925. 

“On the arrival of this expedition, undar 
the joint leadership of myself and Mr. Algars- 
son; all members were pained and annoyed to 
see that unauthorised and exaggerated state- 
ments regarding the experition had been 
given publicity. The facts are as follow :— 

“ In March, when Algarsson asked me to 

command the ‘Island,’ he offered to place my 
name with his own at the head of the expedi- 
tion. I deciined, feeling that it was fair that 
his name should be at the head, as he had 
organised everything and proposed to fly to 
the Pole himself, while my share would have 
been in command of the subsidiary scientific 
and exploring expedition in the ship. Later, 
when the airship flight had to be temporarily 
abandoned the ship became the principal part 
of tne expedition, and as an experienced ice- 
master and navigator I was given the con- 
trol of the expedition, with a few reservations 
by Mr. Algarsson. Though this was his 
original intention, it was carried out by the 
express wish of all members, who, being 
volunteers, had a voice in the matter. 
“The name of the expedition was then 
changed to ‘ The British Arctic Expedition,’ 
under the joint leadership of myseli and Mr. 
Algarsson, with the unanimous approval cf 
all, Without exception, all have worked hard 
and cheerfully under great difficulties. The 
seamen have given free service from pure love 
cf adventure, and the scientists have proved 
amazingly proficient seamen, whom it would 
now be an insult to dub amateurs.

VIEWS ON BOUNDARY

HE economic a:... industrial situation 
and the boundary problem were dis- 
cussed by Mr. Ernest Blythe, Irish Free 
State Minister of Finance, at a Cumann 
na nGaedheal meeting at Clonmel yester- 
day. The Mayor (Councillor James Reidy) 
presided. 
“There are no great possibilities of a 
substantial or important reduction .in 
national expenditure immediately ahead,” 
said Mr. Blythe. There was bound to be 
waste in every Government, he added ; 
but they in Dublin were engaged in a <on- 
tinual process of pruning down expendi- 
ture. 

The question of the boundary, he said, 
was rapidly approaching solution, He 
believed that in the Commission s report 
there would be found “ temporary solution 
of the problem; but there was nothing 
to be gained by trying to bring about a 
premature unity between South and North 
Both must solve their peculiar problems 
before any attempt could be made to bring 
them together. 


THE TRADE BALANCE.

PESSIMISTIC TALK. 

Of late, said Mr. Blythe, they had heard 
a great deal of pessimistic talk about the 
cor.dition of the country. Things were not as 
prosperous as they would like them to be; 
but there was no use-in allowing themselves 
to be led to the belief that things are worse 
than they really are. There was an adverse 
trade balance, but that did not mean that the 
country was in a state of bankruptcy. An 
adverse trade balarce was the normal con- 
dition of this country, which, with its eight 
or nine million pounds per year from foreign 


investments, was in the position of a creditor 
country. 

Before the war, Ireland, as a whole, had 
rormally an adverse trade balance, and now 
the country could afford to have-a greater 
adverse trade balance than before the war. 
‘lo some extent they were living on their 
capital, a state of affairs that could not con- 
tinue indefinitely; but, so far, there was 
nothing to be alarmed at in the situation, 
nothing to give grounds for pessimism. 

There existed, certainly, a condition of 
things that must be altered; but the country 
was not so near the precipice that there was 
not time to do all that was necessary to 
effect the alteration without any great risk. 
He did not believe that they would do any 
good to the country by a hasty adoption of 
all the nostrums that various ‘people proposed. 

A great deal ‘of the panic-mongering that 
they heard going. on was panic-mongering 
that was not disinterested. It was talked by 
some whe were arxious to discredit the 
national policy of the Government; by others 
to discredit the Free State, and by others to 
discredit the Irish nation.as a/whole.. Those 
who talked in that strain were against any 
measure of freedom for ‘Ireland, although 
they, to some extert, accepted the position of 
affairs as it existed at present. For different 
reasons, those people believed, with Mr. de 
Valera, that the Treaty should never have 
been signed; that there should never have 
been an Irish Government, and that this 
country should be nothing more than an 
English shire. To the minds of such people, 
everything done by an Irish Government was 


wrong. 
Another type of critic was that. which 
accuses the Government. of reckless extra- 


vagarce and of overtaxing the people as no 
people in Europe were taxed. . Denmark was 
quoted as an example, but it was overlooked 
that many of the public services which in this 
country are maintained by the central Govern- 
ment are supported in Denmark wholly or 
partly by the local authorities. In Denmark 
the local authorities contribute two-and-a-half 
millions for education, one million for police, 
and five-twelfths of the cost of old-age 
pensions. When all was calculated, the tax- 
payer in Denmark had to contribute just 
about the same as the taxpayer in the Free 


were attended by large congregations, 
and in many instances by the civic authori- 
ties. At the Service at Hinde Street 
Wesleyan Church, Marylebone, when the 
Mayor and Corporation wera present, the 
Attorney-General read one of the Lessons.

IGNORANCE AND APATHY. 
Preaching in Westminster Abbey, Canon 
Donaldson said that all tyranny led to war, 
and Fascism would finally result in wars. 
Fascism and Bolshevism were,both rooted in 
sin, and both were vicious in their appeal to 
force. The deadly sins of to-day were ignor- 
ance and apathy, and unless we repented of 
both we should soon be at war again. The 
springs of a world war, he said, were in the 
East. The millions of India stirred uneasily ; 
upheavals were threatened in China, and 
Persia was not at rest. In the Riff, France 
and Spain, with every scientific resource, 
waged war against a native people, whose 
wounded were refused medical relief by two 
nominally Christian Powers. France was at 
war in Syria, and had shelled one of the finest 
cities in the East, without giving warning for 
the sake of the women and children, and 
Turkey was using her power cruelly to perse- 
cute Christian communities. ‘‘In the face of 
these terrors and tragedies,’’ said Canon 
Donaldson, “‘ let us own that no war can end

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BOUNDARY REPORT 


NO NEWS IN BELFAST. 


———-&- -— 


From Our Own ConRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Sunday. 

There is no official news in Belfast in regard 
to the outline of the Boundary Commissioners’ 
report, which was published on Saturday in a 
London newspaper. So far as is known in 
Belfast, the report has not been finally pre- 
pared, and the outline given on Saturday, 
like a number of other forecasts which have 
been published from time to time, is regarded 
_as speculation, 

Doubtless the outline given on Saturday 
would more nearly meet the wishes of the 
Unionists in the North than some of the pre- 
vious anticipations, although there would be 
considerable opposition to large portions of 
the County Armagh and the County Tyrone 
being transferred to the Free State on the 
part of those who have frequently declared 
that “ not an inch ” of Northern territory 
would be transferred. 

It is clear, however, that if the Commis- 
sioners’ report follows the lines indicated the 
border problem would be more capable of an 
amicable solution than was at first antici- 
pated. 

When questioned on the subject of the fore- 
cast, Sir James Craig refused to make a state- 
ment. 


CHECK TO HUNTING 
AND FARMING, 


EFFECTS OF FOOT-AN D- 
MOUTH DISEASE, 


-“ 


The continued spread of foot-and-mouth 
dis ase is not only putting a check on hunting 
in England, but on the normal work of agri- 
culture. : 

An outbreak of the disease in Leicestershire 
has caused the postponement of the Quorn 
Hunt’s opening meet at Kirby Gate to-day. 
Mr. A. P. Burnabym, the Master, stated on 
Saturday that hunting is impossible in any 
part of the Quorn country, which has an area 
of 250,000 acres. 

This is the latest of the, crack Midland 
packs to be affected. Earlier outbreaks 
caused the Prince of Wales to remove his 
hunters to Leighton Buzzard, and at present 
he is hunting with the Whaddon Chase and 
the Bicester packs. The Quorn joins the 
Meynell (banned by the Mackworth, Derby- 
shire) outbreak in the growing list of hunts 
sending out the message: ‘‘ Hounds will not 
meet until further notice.” The Essex Hunt 
lost a large area of its country through the 
vutbreak at Chigwell Row. The Duke of 
Beatifort’s hounds for some time have been 
deprived of the whole of their extensive Chip- 
penham country. 

LIVE STOCK HUSBANDRY. 

A most serious check has come at the open- 
ing of the season with foxes very plentiful 
and the need for thinning them out important 
apart from the amenities of sport. That is 
the hunting side. The agricultural side is 
growing serious. Whenever the disease ap- 
pears markets have to be abandoned and all 
farm stock shut up. At this time of the¥year 
normally there are extensive movements of 
cattle, because farmers are buying store 
animals which are assembled at the principal 
markets sometimes in thousands. Live stock 
husbandry comes to a standstill under the 
shadow of the disease. 

Loughborough’s cattle fair, which had been 
fixed for this week. has been abandoned. An 
important sale of pedigree Hereford cattle in 
Essex is postponed, but the worst feature of 
the disease is its appearance on the eve of the 
gpening of the Christmas fat stock shows, 
which should shortly begin at Norwich. 

The present epidemic has not reached any- 
thing like the dimensions of that of two years 
ago, but the bill for compensation to the 
owners exceeds £125,000. That is at the rate 
of nearly £21,000 per week. There have been 
about 130 outbreaks since September 25. 
The counties principally affected by the 
disease are Lancashire, Yorkshire (West Rid- 
ing), Northamptonshire, Leicestershire, 
Derbyshire, Cheshire, Warwickshire, Essex, 
Oxfordshire and Sussex. Twice the Ministry 
of Agriculture has broadcast special warnings 
to farmers, and experts declare that the ex- 
tension of the disease is due in a great 
measure to the slowness of farmers in re- 
porting suspicious cases of illness among their 


A bill is being prepared under which, 
among other measures, the penalties for in- 
fringements of the orders issued concerning 
disease will be increased. In the nearer parts 
of the Continent the disease is particularly 
prevalent, and there is no doubt in the minds 
of the ‘Ministry ” officials that infection 
comes across the Channel and the North Sea.

M. PAINLEVE’S SCHEME.

The Times, giving its view in a leading 
article upon M. Painlevé’s scheme of financial 
reform, observes :—The really contentious part 
of M. Painlevé’s scheme is that which pro- 
vides for the creation of a large sinking fund, 
This contemplates the raising of about six 
milliards of francs in fresh taxation, and so 
drastic are the impositions that the plan 1s 
bound to encounter formidable opposition. 
The situation with which the Government 1s 
confronted is undeniably serious. The Budget 
for the current year, according to the latest 
figures, will close with a deficit of six milliard 
francs, in addition to which the Treasury has 
to redeem 5,571 millions of frames of short 
term bonds. 

Under the new plan it is hoped to redeem 
in fourteen years about sixty-seven milliard 
francs of debt. The fund will be adminis- 
tered by a Council partly drawn from Partia- 
ment, whereas M. Caillaux intended that the 
Council should be independent of political! 
influences, which would have been the better 
way. 

After enumerating the proposals of M. 
Painlevé, Zhe Times proceeds :—lIt is 
notorious that the majority of French 
people are tax evaders; and evasion must 
appear a less dishonourable occupation when 
it seems a case of preventing good ‘money 
being thrown after bad. - To. be effective new 
taxation in France must be accompanied by a 
restoration of confidence in the management 
of the country’s finance. At present, un- 
fortunately, there is little sign of a return of 
trust. It seems improbatle that confidence 
can be restored by imposing unpopular taxes 
at this stage, especially taxes ‘on securities 
already heavily depreciated by the fall in the 
value of the france. A wiser course would 
have been to have appointed a sort of internal 
‘*Dawes Committee ' of non-political experts 
to draw up statement of the actnal 
financial position, and to formulate a plan for 
dealing with it. Such a plan, drawn up by 
competent persons, in accordance with 
principles histori lly accepted, would give a 
feeling of confidence to Frenchmen and 
foreigners which they could not {ge! im respect
